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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on May 27, 
2010 has been entered. The IDS filed on May 27, 2010 has been considered. 

Claims 1-4, 6-7, 11, 14-19, 21-26 and 29-31 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a liquid, 
aqueous composition comprising (i) a factor VII polypeptide; (ii) an agent suitable for 
keeping pH in the range of from about 5.5 to about 7.0; (iii) a calcium salt in a 
concentration of at least 200 mM is both novel and unobvious over the prior art of 
record. 

The IDS filed on May 27, 2010 has been considered. None of the references 
submitted on the IDS on May 27, 2010 either anticipates or renders obvious the claimed 
invention. The closest art filed with the IDS is Jorgensen et al (US Patent No. 
5,700,914). The art teaches purification of factor VII (see abstract). The reference 
teaches the purification scheme for purification and activation of rFVII to rFVIIa through 
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four successive chromatographic steps (see column 3, lines 63-67). The reference 
teaches that the rFVII was eluted by buffer B comprising 10 mM Tris, 150 mM NaCI, 25 
mM CaCb, pH 8 (see Example 2, column 5). The reference teaches that this elution 
solution is adjusted to final composition of 10 mM Tris, 1 M NaCI, 25 mM CaCI 2 , 70 \iM 
Zn(CH 3 COO) 2 , pH 7.5 and applied to a Sepharose column (see Step 2 of Example 2). 
The final purified rFVIIa was in 10 mM glycylglycine, 100 mM NaCI, 15 mM CaCI 2 , 70 
nM Zn(CH 3 COO) 2 , pH 8.6 (see Step 4 of Example 2, Column 6). The highest amount of 
calcium chloride used in the reference is 25 mM. From the teachings of the reference, 
one of ordinary skill in the art would not be motivated to increase the calcium chloride 
concentration to at least 200 mM. Therefore, the art does not anticipate or renders 
obvious the claimed invention.
